TERMS BOTTLE GERMANY

Washington, Nov. 11.—The terms of the armis­ 
tice, it was announced, will not be made public 
untii later. Military men, here, however, regard­ 
ed it as certain that they include: 
Immediate retirement of the German military 
forces from France, Belgium and Alsace-Lor­ 
raine. 
Disarmament and demobiliation of the Ger­ 
man army. 
Occupation by the allies and American forces 
of such strategic points in Germany as will make 
impossible a renewal of hostilities. 
Delivery bf part of tfce German high seas fleet 


and a certain number of submarines to the alliei 
and American naval forces. 
Disarmament of all other German 
warshipi 
under the supervision of the allies and Americax 
navy, which will guard them. 
Occupation of the principal German n&va 
bases by sea forces of the victorious nations. 
F!e*ease of allied and American soldiers, saiF 
c rs and civilians held prisoner in Germany with« 
out such reciprocal action by the associated gov­ 
ernments. 
There was no intimation as to the circum­ 
stances under which the armistice was signed, 
jut since the German courier did not reach Ger­ 
man military headquarters until 10 o’clock yes­ 
terday morning, French time, it was generally as­ 
sumed here that the German envoys within the 
French lines had been instructed by wireless to 
sign the terms.

W ith the prim 
ciples of tactics 
and

too, he was thoroughly acquainted. 
Besides b eing well versed in army 
m atters, the Emperor was thorough­ 
ly familiar with naval affairs, having 
a technical mastery of the details 
that go to make up the efficiency of 
a fleet. 
Study of 
naval 
prob lems 
was one of his pet occupations. ' His 
influence was potent in fostering the 
development of German commerce, 
art and science. 
His interference in 
these affairs as well as in statecraft 
often emb arrassed German leader 
and evoked from them admonitions 
to leave diplomacy to his chancellors. 
In everything he was describ ed as 
thorough and, withal, one 
of 
the 
hardest workers In the empire. 
His 
rising hour was six o'clock sharp and 
a long day's hard work, which fre 
q uently extended well into the night, 
followed. 
Stated hours were devot 
ed to the task of informing himself 
on the progress of events at home 
and ab road through reading of the 
principal German and foreign news­ 
papers. 
Before 
the war Emperor William 
often 
professed 
friendliness 
for 
America. 
He encouraged the foun­ 
dation <rf exchange 
professorships 
b y which prominent German educa­ 
tors visited this country and lectur­ 
ed in the colleges here while Amer­ 
ican 
college 
professors 
similarly 
filled chairs in German institutions 
of learning. 
He was an enthusiastic yachtsman 
and despite his withered 
arm 
was 
ab le to take personal command of 
his racing yachts, a n d 1 sail 
them 
with considerab le success. 
He spent 
much time at his palatial hunting 
lodges and is reputed to have b een 
the champion hunter* in the world in 
the point of game killed. 
It was 
stated that the Emperor had killed 
61,7 80 pieces of game, more than 
4,000 of which were stags. 
He was a great reader— his pri­ 
vate lib rary in the Imperial palace 
at Berlin b efore the w ar was b ecom­ 
ing one of the most interesting col­ 
lections of b ooks Rj_the world. 
He 
posed as a dictator Tn musTcTpalnP 
ing, poetry and acting. 
At one time it was announced thai 
he had composed the lib retto of va 
b allet to b e given in celeb ration of 
his b irthday. 
A 
private 
perform­ 
ance of one of his musical efforts is 
said to have b een given in the Pots­ 
dam palace without notab le 
effect 
upon the musical world. 
Physically unimpressive— he was 
short and inclined to 
stoutness — 
William was fond of 
b eing 
photo­ 
graphed while striking a 
military 
posture, though taking good care to 
veil the deformity of his left arm. a 
disfigurement with which he 
was 
b orn, and of which he was extremely 
sensitive. 
He b lamed his 
English 
mother for living a life of self-indul­ 
gence and cursed her repeatedly as 
b eing responsib le for his deformity. 
No description of the Emperor's 
personal appearance wilf b e complete 
without mention of his full, b ristling 
moustache. 
His photographs, which 
he distrib uted with a lavish 
b aud, 
showed it with ends twirled up at 
b elligerent angles. 
He married 
Augustat 
Victoria, 
oldest daughter of Grand Duke Fred­ 
erick of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonder- 
b urg-Augustenb urg, on Feb ruary 27, 
1881. 
They had six son3 and one 
daughter, of whom the crown Prince 
Frederick is the eldest. 
With 
the 
Crown Prince, his father clashed fre­ 
quently and on one occasion virtual­ 
ly exiled Young Frederick to Dantzig 
b ut soon recalled him and restored 
him to favor, 
German mothers who 
wrote 
to 
the Emperor of the deaths of their 
sons killed in b attle elicited 
from 
him no word of sympathy. 
He re ­ 
garded their deaths as "glorious.” 
Yet his own six sons, though holding 
high commands were 
so 
protected 
that the imperial family stood prac­ 
tically alone in all Germany in ward­ 
ing off the clutches of death.

The hunting lodge 
b eds which seem to fit one’s form 
is spacious and convenient, excellent 
after a day afield.

competent 
chef who specializes on the cooking 
of ducks, with a real duck gravy and 
hot b iscuits, which have made the 
Southland famous. 
When we arrived, the surface of 
the lake was covered with mallards, 
teal, spoon-b ill,* sprigs, while an oc­ 
casional flock of canvasb ack, were 
conspicuous b y their flashing silver 
grey color, covering the lake like a 
white b lanket, in limited sections. 
Resting in the center of the pond, 
they felt immune from danger, as 
there had b een no shooting on the 
grounds prior to our arrival. 
Live 
oak trees were around the shores, 
up the mountain side is seen the 
stately, towering pine and fir. 
Ensconced in our b lind, the first 
shot was fired, which put all wild 
life in motion, creating general con­ 
sternation.

rested on the water. 
The decoy lay­ 
out was especially seductive, assisted 
b y tho dulcet notes of a duck call, 
b irds dropped in, affording most ex­ 
cellent shooting. 
We were soon con-

Plan Outlined for Proper Distribution 
of Water in Furrows— Grade 
.Varies Widely. 


C'rom tho T’niteri States Departm ent of 
Agriculture.) 
In irrigating W.tfikhFPw \iy the furrow 
method the length of the lateral ditch­ 
es or furrows is gov erned by the size 
of the orehur(U tup l cfcfiracter of the 
soil. 
The rows of citru* trees seldom ex­ 
ceed 40 rods in length, but the ap p le 
orchards of the northwest are larger 
as a rule. 
Ev en in large tracts it is 
doubtful if it ev er p ays to run water 
in furrows more than about 600 feet. 
Where the soil is op en and water sinks 
readily 
through 
it, 
short 
furrows 
should he used, otherwise much water 
is lost in deep p ercolation on the up ­ 
p er p art of the tract. 
Prof. H. Cul­ 
bertson of San Diego County, On?., af­ 
ter a careful inv estigation of this sub­ 
ject has reached the conclusion that 
on sandy or grav elly soil hav ing a 
‘ieep slop e the p rop er length of fur­ 
rows is 200 feet, whereas on heav ier 
soils and flatter slop es the length may 
be increased to 00<T feet. 
The grade of furrows v aries quite 
widely. 
In flat v alleys it often is not 
p ossible to obtain a fall greater than 
1 inch to 100 feet, whereas on steep 
slop es the fall may reach 20 inches p er 
100 feet. On ordinary soils a grade of 
3 to 4 inches is to be p referred, and 
where the fall exceeds 8 to 10 inches 
to 10O feet the trees should he set out 
in such a way as to decrease the slop e 
of the furrows. 
The number of furrows in orchards 
dep ends on the age of the trees, tie* 
sp ace between the rows, the dep th of 
furrow, and the character of tin* soil. 
Nursery stock is irrigated by one or 
two furrows and young trees by two 
to four. 
A common sp acing for shal­ 
low furrows is 2% feet, but deep er 
farrows are 3 to 4 feet ap art. The 
guieral trend of orchard p ractice is 
toward deep rather than shallow fu r­ 
row s. a dep th of 8 inches being used 
in many instances. 
In sp acing furrows chief considera­ 
tion should he giv en to the lateral 
mov ement of moisture in the soil on 
each side of the furrows, so as to in­ 
sure a fairly uniform distribution of 
moisture. 
The furrowing imp lement most com­ 
monly used by the citrus orchardists 
of southern California consists of a 
stalky frame to which are attached 
two Or tin*' e moid-h>>ard p lows. Thos > 
who p refer a small number <>C deep 
furrows use a 12 to 14-inch corn lister. 
In the Payette Valley, Idaho, 200 or 
more- miner’« Inches are turned into 
the head ditch and div ided up by 
means of wooden sp outs into a like 
number oY furrows." (In steep * ground 
much smaller streams are used. The 
length of the furrow v aries from 300 
feet on steep slop es to (JUO feet and 
more on Hat slop es. 
The time re­ 
quired ro moisten the soil dep ends on 
the length of the furrow and the na­ 
ture of the soil. 
In this locality it 
v aries from three to IJG hours.

\Yi: h., is watered four times in each 
season with 14 miner’s inches (0.30 
cubic foot p er second). Three furrows* 
are made between tin* rows, which are 
40 rods long. 
The total sup ffly is ap ­ 
p lied to one-half 
the orchard 
(ten 
acres) and kep t on 
1 hours. 
On the clayey loams of the ap p le 
orchards on the east bench of the Bitter 
Root riv er, Mont.. Prof. It. W. Fisher, 
formerly horticulturist of the agricul­ 
tural college of Montana, has found, as 
a result of exp erimenting, that it re­ 
quires from 12 to 14 hours to moisten 
the soil in furrow irrigation 4 feet 
deep and 8 feqt sideways. 
In 1 1« >8 an orchard 1st of Ilood Riv er, 
Ore., irrigated three acres of ap p le 
trees in furrows 350 feet long, sp aced 
3 feet ap art. 
About a miner’s inch 
of water was turned into each alter­ 
nate furrow from*» wooden head flume 
and kep t on for about 48 hours.

the soil had become sufficiently dry it 
was cuff I v oted,

lays thereafter water was Hfrned into 
the alternate rows, which were left dry 
during the first irrigation.

“ There is absolutely no founda­ 
tion,” said the secretary , “ for reports 
th a t the w ar dep artm ent has decided 
to hold up future dra ft calls or can­ 
celled any already made. 
“ As to w hat the w ar dep artm ent 
m ay do in the event o fan arm istice 
and a cessation of hostilities, 
th e 
future m ust decide. 
It will bo tim e 
to discuss th a t w hen an altered con­ 
dition is presented.” 
In Doubt On T roop M ovem ents 
“ Is it likely , in the event of an) 
arm istice, th a t som e of the newly 
drafted m en will be trained and sent 
to E urope to relieve men who have 
been in h ard active service?” th e sec­ 
retary was asked. 
“ Such a matter* has not bet^y dis­ 
cussed,” Secretary B aker replied. 
M ilitary ex perts say th a t a g ene r­ 
al plan of dem obilization of A m eri­ 
ca’s g reat arm y has been w orked out 
,oy the g eneral staff and th a t they 
were developed long before th ere was 
any talk of an arm istice along sound 
m ilitary lines as a m a tte r of course 
Plans for' dem obilization, it was de­ 
clared, w ere beg un soon after A m eri­ 
can forces assum ed potent propor- 
ions. 
In the event of an arm isticd 
this fall, it was said, these plans may 
have to be altered som ew hat. 
M ust K eep L irg e F orce 
No one knows y et how long it will 
be necessary for A m erica to m aintain 
a form idable force in E urope even 
after the arm istice is sig ned. 
Peace 
m ay y et be a long way off. and the 
conditions of the arm istice, if ac­ 
cepted by G erm any , undoubtedly will 
require a vast arm y of soldiers for 
occupational and other purposes nec­ 
essary to m ake th e arm istice effec­ 
tive. 
The R ussian situation also is a 
problem which may call for p rotra ct­ 
ed m ilitary activity 
by 
the 
allies. 
America, it. has been hinted, may be 
called upon to send additional forces 
into R ussia to aid in restoration of 
g overnm ent there. 
So, taking every ­ 
thing 
into 
consideration, g ranted 
(hat hostilities ag ainst G erm any are 
soon to cease, ex perts ag ree th a t the 
United Stales probably 
will 
have 
need for a larg e arm y in E urope lor 
m any m onth s and perhaps a y ear or 
more.
